A Million American Troop 
Will 
Be on French Soil 


--Curing 1918 


A dispatch 
from Washineton 
states that troops 
and supplies 
for 
General 
Pershings 
forces 
now are 
moving 
to France 
on 
schedule 
time 
While 
fieures 
may 
not 
be published 
it was 
stated positively that transporta ¬ 
tion requirements 
of the armv 
are being met by the shipping 
board 
and the immediate situ ¬ 
ation as to ships i3 described as 
satisfactory 
In view of this assurance that 
the United States will be able to 
maintain its place as a fighting 
unit on the battle fronts 
reports 
from the western front are being 
scanned more eagerly than ever 
by officers in Washington for the 
first signs of the 1918 campaign 
It is felt strongly that the open- 
ing 


¬ 
of major operations in what 
President 
Wilson has predicted 
will prove the decisive year of the 
great war will not be much longer 
delayed 
In 
previous 
years 
April has 
seen offensive 
operations set in 
motion 
by the allies 
For that 
reason army officers seem to an- 
ticipate 


¬ 
raiding and 
minor 
as- 
saults 


¬ 
before the middle of next 
month 
To others it appears probable 
that no offensivewill bednder 
takn oaTanyconBtderablefgcae 
before May 1st 
They baser that 
view on reports that the French 
offensive in 1916 started in April 
proved to be at least two weeks 
too early 
Meanwhile during the last few 
days there has been Jess discus ¬ 
sion of a German 
offiensive 
on 
the 
western fronts 
There are 
observers here who never have 
been convinced that the Germans 
actually intended to attempt an- 
other 


¬ 
drive at the channel ports 
or at Paris 
To these officers the 
admitted concentration of Ger ¬ 
man forces has seemed a defen ¬ 
sive ratherthan an offensive step 
They 
believe that the German 
staff foresaw a great allied effort
